Claimed 45-68 have been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . Claims 45-68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US Patent 6 285 983 B1; Jenkins; Septmeber 4. 2001. 

2. As to claims 45, 52, 58 and 64 Jenkins teaches a method, system and 
apparatus for: 

- requesting information of personality characteristics(C. 4 I. 54-57) 

- generating profile based on received personality information(C. 4 I 61- 
63). 

- Transmitting profile in response to request(C. 5 I 5-7 & 22-24) 

3. As to claim 46 Jenkins teaches requesting the information(C. 4 I. 54-57). 

4. As to claim 47 Jenkins teaches receiving the profile from the provider(C. 5 
I. 22-24) 

5. As to claims 48,55, 61 and 66 Jenkins teaches receiving a list of profiles 
and selecting one from the list(C. 5 1.45-49) 

6. As to claims 49 and 68 Jenkins teaches transmitting profile(C.5 I. 48-50) 

7. As to claims 50 and 59 Jenkins teaches initiating an e-commerce 
transaction(C, 5 L 34-36). 

8. As to claims 51 , 57, 63 and 67 Jenkins teaches characteristics including 
descriptions of interests (C.4 I. 57-58). 
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9. As to claims 53. 56 and 58 Jenkins teaches receiving characteristics (C. 3 
1.39-41) 

10. As to claim 54 Jenkins teaches determining services via communication 
with provider(C.6 I. 7-10) 

As to claims 60, 62 and 65 Jenkins teaches requesting profile(C. 6 I. 45- 

46)./?esponse to Amendment
